GROWING DIDSBURY 

In order for our town to grow, as 
it most naturally will in the years to 
come, it is necessary for it to have 
a real pressure water system, supply- 
ing the homes and offices with water 
from the tap, and providing sufficient 
force for necessary fire hydrants 
throughout the town. 

The towns has disposed of its elec- 
tric light plant and should be in a 
position very soon to submit to the 
ratepayers, if not at the next muni- 
cipal election, a bylaw to provide the 
necessary funds for its installation. 

First, an expert will have to be 
consulted to advise on the probable 
cost, location of the source of water, 
ete. Fire hydrants can be most ad- 
vantageously located during the lay- 
ing of the mains. 

In a few years, providing the citi- 
zens support the project, the profit 
earned from its operation should be 
sufficient to pay the interest on the 
bonds, 

If the project receives the worthy 
support of the taxpayers at the pro- 
per time of its presentation, Didsbury 
will be one of the few towns on the 
Cc. & E. line so equipped. 

The installation of such an ade- 
quate water system will have a stimu- 
lating effect on the building of more 
homes in the town. Houses are 
scarce, in fact impossible to rent, let 
A building boom of 
new homes will result. It will put 
Didsbury on the map as one of the 
few modern towns in this part of the 
province, 

A more important subject could not 
occupy first place in the agenda of 
the business at future council meet- 
ings, Other towns of Didsbury’s size 
have their water systems—why not 
ours ?

products in 1900. In other words, Canada 
is exporting as much in manufactured 
articles to-day as the total output of every 
factory in the Dominion twenty-eight 
years ago. These few figures may give 
readers some comprehension of the itm- 
mense increase in export business. 

Most public men and business men, no 
matter what their politics may be, agree 
that export trade is possibly the most 
valuable asset the Dominion can have. 
Canada's natural resources are so varied 
and go rich that it would be impossible for 
Canadiana to consume them. Take wheat 
for example; it is manifestly impossible for 
9,000,000 people to consume 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat annually. Cunada's 
future prosperity therefore is bound up in 
seeking markets abroad for her surplus 
production. 

When Canadian business men seek to 
sell their products in other lands, they can- 
not hope to control prices. They have to 
meet competition from thousands of other 
business men and producers living in other 
countries, They are faced with fierce 
world competition in maintaining their 
hold on export business. ‘To maintain this 
trade of a billion and a quarter dollars a 
year and to increase it, Canadians must 
become acquainted with every legitimate 
method known to business. They muct 
learn how to pack their goods in the 
manner desired by the foreign buyer, they 
must learn how to keep contract dates, 
how to ship these goods by the most 
economical and direct routes, And per- 
haps most important of all Canadian goods 
must always be kept up to the standard of 
the sample submitted. 

The Department of Trade and Com- 
merce, at Ottawa, is doing everything in 
its power to further this export trade. 
Years ago a Commercial Intelligence Ser- 
vice was established, and trained ¢rade 
commissioners sent to the world's trade 
centres, In fact, Canada had the first 
trade commissioners abroad, thus inaugu, 
ating a system which has been widely 
copied, To-day this country has 24 
trained trade commissioners in strategic 
business centres. More men are now in 
training to go to other places. The govern- 
ment has by subsidy, and other means, 
obtained first-class shipping facilities to 
these business centres. ‘The trade com- 
missioners are constantly on the alert, 
seeking out opportunities for the selling of 
Canadian products. Whenever they learn 
that there is a chance of a Canadian order 
being placed, they immediately communi- 
cate with the Commercial Intelligence 
Service at Ottawa, giving all information 
they possibly can. -This information in the 
possession of the service at Ottawa is at the 
disposal of any Canadian producer or 
manufacturer. This system, the result of 
some years’ experience, is thoroughly 
organized and working smoothly. ‘To-day 
the Canadian manufacturer or producer 
can find out with little trouble, and no 
expense, if his products can be profitably 
marketed in almost any part of the world. 

So encouraging have results been from 
the export system adopted by Canuda, 
and so well have Canadian goods been 
received abroad, that it is fairly prophesied 
that within a decade Canada's exports will 
mount to double the present figure. Ton. 
Mr. Malcolm as the responsible head of this 
department believes in keeping Canadians 
fully informed as to opportunities abroad 
To do this he is reaching the people through 
newspapers, magazines and trade journals,
